I was approached by Joe and Elie Moussa regarding 
their plan of buying and slaughtering a bull according 
to the Karaites laws and customs. I offered my services 
to help since I had some experience in slaughtering 
while I was overseas in the Peace Corps. 

A few days later Elie, Joe and I drove up to a 
ranch in Sacramento. The owner met us there and told us 
that he arranged for several cowboys to help us tie and 
hold down the bull. It weighed 900 lbs ( 400 kgs). When 
the animal was readied, we said the required prayers, 
blessings and then the bull was ritualistical 1y 
slaughtered and its blood buried and not consumed as 
prescribed in the Torah. 

A butcher was asked to skin and gut the bull. It 
was then taken to a nearby supermarket where the 
carcass could be weighed and hung to cure in a big 
refrigerator so that all the blood could drain 
properly. The carcass weighed 455 lbs (205 kgs). Salt 
was then added to the meat as prescribed in the Kashrut 
laws. The butcher then cut the meat, packaged and 
labeled it. 

The meat was divided among the four families who 
participated in this project. The cost was minimal, 
almost a third to half the price of Kosher retail 
prices. The meat was kept frozen intil needed for 
consumption. 

Elie Moussa is planning to slaughter another bull 
for passover. If you want to partake in the next 
bull, I suggest you talk to him as soon as possible 
because the planning process is a lengthy one. The more 
families that participate the greater the cost benefit. 
So act now before it is too late.
